| “ ghtitlan, now Mexico City, founded by 


the Toltecs in 048, was taken in 1325 
by the Aztecs, who founded the famous 
Aztec Empire, which reached its high- 
est point of civilization under Monte- 
guma, When invaded and captufed by 


the Spaniards. under Cortez in 1519 it}, 


was famous as the most cultured city 


of Néw Spain. 

The city has seen many changes, .hav- 
ing been the Seat of the empire under 
Iturbide, who was crowned there as 
first Mexican Emperor in 1822. 

It was captured by Géneral Scoit; 
who entered the city on Sept. 15, 1847, 
was the scene of the crowning of Maxi- 
milian as Emperor on. June 12, 1864, 
and was captiired from’ the French by 
General Diaz on June 2, 1867. Diaz, who 
became President, was overthrown by 
Francisco Madero, who occupied the 
Presidential chair for a short time and 
was murdered by Victoriano Huerta. 
After ten days’ fighting, in which thou- 
eands were killed, Huerta took posses- 
gion of the chair. 

The city afterward was entered by 
Carranza, who Conducted a successful 
revolution against Huerta. On Car- 
ranza’s retiring after “a few months to 
Vera Cruz, the“city was taken and 
retaken by the ‘Constitutionalists and 
the Zapatistas. In spite of the fact 
that Mexico City has suffered much, it 
is ‘still known as a most modern city, 
with well-paved streets, electric lights 
from a huge power plant, street rail- 
ways, and all other modern improve- 
ments. It has been estimated that the 
foreign capital invested in the city 
amounts to several hundreds of millions. 


Im Centre of Republic. 


Owing to the united opinion of the 
Constitutionalists both in the military 
and civil branches, there is a movement 
on foot, which started in Piedras Negras 
at the Texas border at the beginning 
of the revolution against Huerta in 
1918,: to change the capital from Mexi- 
co City to Dolores Hidalgo, a small 
town in the north central part of 
Guanajugto. This town “is in almost 
the centre of the republic and is on the 
National Railroad’ line from Laredo to 
Mexico City. The town has about 6,000 
inhabitants. Lying in a small fertile 
valley near the Laja River, it is the 
centre of a small farming district. 

The town's chief claim to fame rests 
upon its being the bitthplace of the 
creole. priest Miguel Hidalgo and Cos- 
tilla, who, on Sept. 15, 1810, rang the 
small church bell, calling all his follow- 
ers together, and pronounced the fa- 
maus ‘grito, or cry, of Dolores: ‘‘ Long 
live our Holy Mother of Guadalupe! 
Long live America; and death to bad 
government! ”’ 

That started the revolution which 
freed Mexico from Spain. The old bell 
has hung for years in the national 
palace in Mexico City and on the anni- 
versary of the indepedence the Presi-

ALBANY, Jan. 21.—Declaring that the 
Prison Department had been “‘ deliber- 
ately used fot an evil purpose,’’ Govern- 
or Whitman today removed: State Super- 

intendent of Prisons John B. Riley. 
Tonight Owen L: Potter, asistant to the 
Governor's counsel, is in-charge of the 
Prison Department.- This is no new ex- 
perience for Judge Potter. who was left 
for weeks at the head of this department 
during the Sulzer administration, fol- 


lowing the summary removal of Mr..Ri- 
ley’s predecessor, Colonel Joseph F. 
Stott. 

It is expected among the Governor's 
friends ‘that he will name Frank E. 
Wade, a Buffalo lawyer, as successor to 
Mr. Riley within a few days. Mr. Wade 
at present fills the honerary positions as 
Vice President of the State Prison Com- 
mission and the State Probation Com- 
mission, to which he was first appointed 
by Governor Hughes. Mr. Wade has 
taken much interest in prison reform, as 
well as in movements for civic ard social 
betterment. He is a Republican, and it 
is expected “that his appointment will 
lead to the retirement of at least three 
Democratic Prison Wardens who have 
held office under Mr. Riley, and the ap- 
pointment of Republicans in their places. 

The Governor’s action is the direct re- 
sult of an order issued by Supt. Riley on 
Jan. 4 for the removal from Sing Sing to 
Dannemora of sixty-six prisonerg;.among 
them some members of the Mutual Wel- 
fare League established at Sing Sing by 
Thomas Mott Osborne, and nine convicts 
Who are to be wi for Mr. Osborne 
atthis trial-on idietments for malfeasance 
kite Office, perjury, and personal immoral- 
ity found by the Westchester County 
Grand Jury. 

Govérnor Charges Intimidation. 

Governor Whitman, in a statement 
setting forth his reasons for removing 
Mr. Riley, declared that the Mutual 
Welfare Leagué men were trusties em- 
ployed in positions where. they were in- 
dispensable to the proper administration 
of Sing Sing under its new Warden, ye 6 
held that the proposed transfer of the 
Osborne witnesses wus for the purpose 
of -intimidating. other “prisoners who 
might be called to testify for the former 
Warden. 

Supt. Riley, after the order of re- 
moval had been served, gave out a 
statement in which he declared that the 
Governor's action was a violation of the 
Constitution and of his oath of office, 
as well as “‘a covert attempt to intimi- 
date the District Attorney of Westches- 
ter County and: his witnesses, which 
constitutes a shameless, cowardly exhi- 
bition of his power as Chief Magis- 
trate.”’

WASHINGTON, gan. 21.—Austria’s 
statement that no Austrian submarine 
wag concerned in the sinking of the 
liner Persia probably means that there 
will be no displomatic controversy be- 
tween the Teutonic powers and the 
United States over that tragedy, in 
which at least two American lives were 
lost. Count von Bernstorff, the German 
Ambassador, has informed the State 
Department that no German submarine 
had reported attacking the vessel. 

Officials. of the State Department 
have made it plain that affidavits of 
survivors of the Persia failed to prove 
conclusively. how the ship was de- 
stroyed. She went down within five 
minutes after a terrific explosion for- 
ward, but no submarine -was seen, and 
the only testimony indicating an at- 
tack was to the effect that the wake of 
a torpedo was seen just before the ex- 
plosion.

An aviation expert, writing in -The 
Manchester Guardian, gives some in- 
teresting détails of the air war in 
France. The German policy of men- 
tioning the names of their aviators in 
official reports is ascribed to the “‘usual 
policy of frightfulness, the idea seeming 
to be that if once Germany can inspire 
the Royal Fiying Corps with proper

SPY IN VON PAPEN’S PAY. 


Check Stubs Show That Caserta 
Drew Money from Attache. 


Meyerbach Caserta, described in the 
archives of the British Government as 
“a dangerous German spy,"’ was’ the 
payee referred to by Captain Frang yon 
the German Military Attaché, 
on the check stubs for Sept. 8 and Oct. 
10, 1014, which were recently seized by 
the British. Caserta was captured: by 
the British in 1914 and is said to have 
been executed as a spy in the Tower 
of London. 

The British records trace the. activi- 
ties of Caserta back more than four- 
teen years and those records show that 
in 1901 he was arrested as a spy in 
Cape Town, but subsequently released. 
after which he lived.for some years in 
various parts of South Africa under 
the name of George Dickens. A while 
before the European war he appeared 
in England, and as soon as England en- 
tered the war he was ordered to re- 
sume his work as a apy. He decided to 
make an effort to get employment as 
a spy for the: British and managed to 
get to Earl Kitchener. What Kitchener 
said to Caserta is not known on this 
side of the water. At any rate, Caserta 
soon afterward turned up in New York.

BERLIN, Dec. 30, — Whatever has 
been ‘wong in Germany will come right 
at Iast—“‘after the war." The phrase 
is on every mouth,. So many things 
wilt; -be very different then. Much that 
should have been changed long ago will 
change immediately, almost automati- 
cally—*‘ after the war.’ 
cessions will. be-made to-thé people. 

That is a prediction one hears con- 
tinvally, like @ popular refrain: It rises 


in: Prussia and returns. as an echo from 
the trenches in Flanders. Its fulfill- 
mént is taken’ for granted. Why not? 
The people will have fought and won 
the war. The people will ‘have made 
terrific sacrifices: _Therefore, .conces- 
sions wili have to .be made to them. 
That seerfis highly probable. It has 
happened before, aftér the seven years’ 
war, and again after the Franco-Prus- 
sian wer. Oné does not doubt it, even 
though it Is an opinion in which Ger- 
mans of all classes and beliefs too 
readily concur. 

This riddle begins wher’: a riddle 
should end. It begins when you ask 
for the answer. 

** Yes, yes,”” the German critie of Ger- 
Many says, as a finality, ‘‘ things will 
“be very different after.the war.” 

* But how and -wherein?’’ one-asks. 
% This has. been said again and again, 
and. yet nobody who says it seems to 
now for certain what the people want.” 

‘To this challenge a Socialist .member 
of -the Reichstag, after some reflection, 
answers: ‘“‘I suppose I could define -it 
by ‘saying that the people want a larger 
méasure of formal liberty.’’ He pro- 
nounced the phrase carefully, in a way 
to betray the fact that he has just in- 
vented it. 

“But formal liberty—that is yet a 
very vague thing, barely more definite 
than- concessions. Make it’ personal ‘to 
yourself. What~kind of ‘formal liberty 
do yoy want? In, what ways are you 
chafed by. things- as they. -are?’’ 

‘He- ‘looks - surprised. <*" Porectially I 
dao not ‘want any. more liberty, formal or 
informal. Of course,” he’ goes on to 
say, as if the other had not been se- 
rious, “the one thing the people really 
do ; want is « reform: of the. Prussian 
suffrage law.’ 

And so’ many Germans say when they 
begin to be specific. about the things 
that will be politically different after 
the: war.- They sometimés get no fur- 
ther, as it takes one whole sitting first 
to make the Prussian suffrage law in- 
teliigible and then properly to denounce 
it.

DISAGREES OVER WEINACHT. 


Accused tn London, to 


be Tried Again. 


. LONDON, Jan. 21.—The trial of Ed- 
ward Weinacht, said to be an American 
citizen, whose home isin Elizabeth, N. 
J., resulted today in a disagreement by 
the jury. Weinacht was charged with 
violation of the trading with the enemy 
act. 

After nearly an hour's deliberation the

Weinacht, who. formerly was foreign 
manager for the Adams Express. Com- 
any, testifying in his éwn behalf to- 
ay, said that he had taken foreign 
money, including German marks, .be- 
longing to the company_from London to 
Rotterdam solely because the fore 
currency ‘could be more advantageous 
utilized there. The Government ped 
terday had sought to show by evidence 
that Weinacht had —— in trans- 
ferring more -han 5,000 marks from the

He is displaying courage; he 
is not laying down the law, he is.en- 
fering a fight. And it is not a one- 
sided fight. 

Ex-Senator: Foraker, a brilliartly 
successful campaigner,.once said in 
conversation that it was net good 
politics to invade the enemy’s country; 
a Republican should speak in Repub- 
lican districts; a Democrat in Demo- 
cratic districts. For, said he, if .you 
speak in your own territory you wake’ 
the boys up;, you arouse enthusiasm, 
you get out the vote. If you speak in 
the énemy’s territory you wake them 
up, too. Mr. ForaKER is entitled to 
respectful attention on such a subject; 
he speaks on it as one having au- 
thority. dah?

‘THE TRUTH AT LAST.’ 
Seemingly incredible at the first 
careless reading, the’ elucidation’ of; 
the Baralong ‘affair offered in a<Lon- 
don dispatch to the Christiania Aften- 
post is seen - on’ ‘more © attentive 
examination to be necessarily true. 
It is for anybody a. good exercise in 
the weighing of evidence and prob- 
abilities, but there can be only ono 
finding. 

The crew of ite. Nicosian, when 
their vessei was attacked by the Ger- 
man submarine, took refuge in the 
lifeboats. With the crew were the 
American’ muleteers. Then the Bara- 
jong came up and sank the submarine, 
the German crew of the under-water 
craft seeking safety aboard. the 
Nicosian. What happened then is told 
in the Aftenpost’s London dispatch: 

When the American. muleteers, hav- 

ing returned with the crew to their 

own ship, discovered the members of 
the German. submarine’s crew on 
board, these muleteers, not unnatu- 

raHy, became quite . furious and a 

fight. ensued, in which .the: muleteers 

wreaked their fury upon the men who, 
in attacking the English ship, were 
really guilty of attempting cold-blood- 
ed murder. 

It will be remembered that accord- 
ing-to the German story the British 
officers.'and crew of the Baralong 
were ‘guilty of murdering the German 
submarine men aboard the Nicosian, 
such a story haying. been told by -the 
American muleteers. The slightest 
consideration of the probabilities dis- 
poses of that yarn.’ But see how the 
natural impulses of human nature run 
with the story that. makes the mule- 
teers the chief actors in the tragedy. 
Inevitably their rage against the Ger- 
man submarine crew would flame up 
when they found the men who had 
sought to send them to the bottom of 
the sea aboard their own ship; 
what followed they would feel no 
restraining compunctions,. for the 
submarine’s attack was a lawless 
deed, the men guilty of it .were be- 
yond the protection of law. The deed 
once’ done, remorse would come, fear, 
and the desire to escape the conse- 
quences. What more natural than 
that in a hurried fo’csle council the 
story about the killing of the” sub- 
marine crew by the Baralong’s crew 
should be cooked up? The story }!s 
like the moral law, Which has no con- 
trarys The grip of Kant’s categor- 
ical imperative is not more sure. 

But the reasoning powers of all men 
are not perfected and there may be 
skeptics. For their benefit it can be 
pointed out that at léast this story 
is of higher verisimilitude than,any 
one of the dozen German inventions 
put forward in explanation or pallla- 
tion of submarine attacks on pas- 
senger ships. Whether it will receive 
due honor and credit in Germany is 
doubtful. The Imperial Government 
has announced reprisals to avenge 
the slaughtered submarine crew. That 
has not deeply moved the English, for 
their obvious reply was that inasmuch 
as Germany from the beginning of 
the war has carried it 0n by methods 
which embraced pretty nearly. every 
imaginable atrocity, all the violations 
of the laws of Gop and man that fell 
in Germany’s way. to commit, the 
proclamation of reprisal is merely a 
way of saying that Germany will 
continue as she has begun.

Newspapers in general refer to the mat- 
ter of Democratic or: Republican votes which 
are to be gained or lost, as a résult of. the 
deal after our Postmastership shuffle. 

Does the spirit of our: fair land really 
engage itself as apprentice. to a party vote 
of any sort? 

The Government of the United States may 
bo classified as “a discreet autocracy.’’. In 
matters of daily management politicians of 
different. parties’ gather togéther “the ‘mem- 
bers .of theit réspective Clans, and public 
affairs are then divided up into little 
dictator squares. When 9 great moral ‘ques- 
tion :is before the public, ‘however,’ like 
that of civil service principles, the real 
people speak. This particular feature of our 
Government. appears to be the only ane 
which promises to give us any great ad- 
vantage over concrete autocratic Govemm- 
ments, 

Up to the present time our discreet 
autocracy has not succeeded in securing ‘ef- 
ficiency, or in avoiding waste and ¢orrup- 
tion, quite so well as the concrete autocracy 
in. Germany has succeeded, but in idealistic 
moments wo assume that in the end our 
kind of public mind will win in the cause 
of expansive freedom. . 

Any political ‘ appoiiitment - which strikes 
civil .service below the belt will bring a 
groan from that great public which really 
elects Presidents and which is superior in 
momentum ‘and velocity ‘to the politicians, 
or even to the press, if we are to judge from 
the object lesson of Mr. Cleveland’s: second 
election, when the politicians of both great 
parties «and the press of the whole country 
were pretty much mass¢d against him.

SOME BALKAN HISTORY. | 


The Beginnings ‘of Montenegro and 
the Origin of the Name “ Serb.” 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your issde of Tuesday, Jan. 18, you 
published an account of the history of Monte- 
negro. ‘This account contains statements 
which are apt to.be misleading. . 

Montenegro does not .date from. the battle 
of. Kosovo, in 1389, but from some year f1 
the’ ninth century, for already in 1077 _the 
first Serbian King was crowned in Monte- 


pendent Serbian ruler in Montenegro. The 
only new thing which Montenegro recefved 
after the battle of Kosovo was its name, 
and even that was not given it immediately 
after the battle, but fully one, century later. 
Before this time Montenegro was known ‘as 
Zeta; the first King resided in Cattaro,; his 
son and heir, crowned Serbian King, lived in 
Scutari, 

The nobles of the old Serbian. Empire did 
not flee to the ‘‘ Black Mountain,"’ but those 
who survived that. battle remained with the 
eon of King Lazar and with his: nephew, 
George Despot, until 1459, or seventy years 
after the battle of, Kosovo. After that’ date 
the Serbian nobility ceased to exist; and 
it is just as extinct today as it was at that 
early date. Today Serbia’ has no nobility, 
and any one today who poses as a Serbian

$58,000 FOR FIGHT 


Promoter Wants to Hold Wil- 
lard-Moran Bout at Madison 
Square Garden. in March. 








James Johnston, Manager of Madison 
Square Garden, last night wired to Jess 
Willard and Frank Moran that he would 


offer a purse of $55,000 to have the bout 
between the two boxers staged at the 
Garden during the latter part of March. 
The division of. the’ purse, if’ the offer 
is accepted, would be-$85,000 to Willard 
and $20,000 to Moran. This is the 
largest amount ever offered for a ten- 
round bout in which there was.no de- 
cision, 

Johnston said that each. of the men 
would receive hig offer today and that 
he expected an early answer to the 
proposition. It is not expected that 
Johnston’s offer will be considered by 
Willard or his manager, Tom Jones, as 
they have accepted the offer of Jack 
Curley to promote the fight in this city 
in April. Jones said on Wednesday that 
Curley would *promote the fight or it 
wouldn’t be held, and. intimated that 
the challenger, Moran, would not be al- 
lowed to dictate to the champion in the 
matter of terms or promoters, 

As I understand it,”* said Jack Cur- 
ley yesterday, “Tex Rickard wants to 
be @ partner with me in this proposed 
Willard-Moren fight, but I have enough 
partnera now and do not want any more. 
There is no hurry, as far as I can see, 
about arranging the match, and we have 
lots of time to talk it over before next 
April., Neither Rickard nor Ike ‘Dorgan 
has consulted me lately about their 
plans.”’ 

Jim Coffey -come to the front 
with the suggestion that if Moran re- 
fuses to come to terms, he is willing to 
fight Champion Willerd.. Curley took 
this proposal for what ft was worth, 
but in vieW of Coffey being knocked out 
twice by Moran, he is not the logical 
man to meet the champion, while Mo- 
ran is.

Corbett and Sullivan fought for a 
purse of $25,000 with a side bet of 
$10,000 each, so that the entire value of 
the purse was $45,000, or less than Wil- 
lard and Moran have been offered for a 
ten-round no-decision bout. The largest 
gate in New York’s pugilistic history 
was $66,300. taken in at the Jeffries- 
Sharkey twenty-five round fight at 
Coney Island, Nov. 3, 1898. This amount 
would not cover the ex s of the pro- 
posed bout, according t6 the promoters. 

By no stretch of imagination can a 
Willard-Moran bout be compared for 
drawing power with the Jeffri¢s-Sharkey 
battle, According to the promoters, 
however, they expect the former pair 
to bring in clese to $100,000 at the gate. 
To them at least prosperity is no longer 
a prospect. It is a reality, right in the 
midst of the fight fans.

Practice on. “Ahem” Changes John 
E. from Falsetto. to Baritone. 


Persons with falsetto “voices may 
cough them down to baritones if they 


follow the advice of Dr. Frank Mead 
Hallock, neurologist at Cornell Medical 
School, who describes the process in 
he current number of The Medical 
ecord. 

Dr. Hallock tells how there came to 
him one John E., -who‘could not sing 
or speak except in a shrieking key. His 
pipes seemed all awry. He was also 
stone =. Such a stalwart man was 
John: E., and so vi ores he seemed 
in his 35 AY, years, that Hallock started 
an expedition after his” YVoice.. Hé asked 
the’ man to clear his throat. ‘At. the 
end. of a coughing .“‘ahem’’ the phy- 
sician detect a. natural voice, so he 
had John E, prolong the ** ahem."’ 

“In this way,” to quote Dr. Hallock, 
**he finally produced out of the second 
sound a good full tone in. the: normal 
register. In speaking he still ‘lapsed 
into: the falsetto, for up-to this time in 
his life he had never. used, the slightest 
suggestion of a normal voice. saw 
him again on the fotlowing day and, 
althéugh he was able to produce the 
normal register: tone, when carefully. 
guided to it,, the voice would still often 
break. practiced with: him, going 
from one note to another, until he got 
the range of an octave. That was all 
I needed. for -practical purposes. His 
voice became more and miore free, and 
I told him to go honie and practice.”’ 

Dr. Hallock says that on: the third 
day he gaye the patient a copy of 
Longfellow's poems and ‘then brought 
in a' young woman to hear him read.

COST SOURCE OF TROUBLE 


Expense of Covering Tracks and In- 
corporating Them in Riverside 
Park Will Be Heavy- 


One of the most important aspects of| 
the bargain between the city and. the 
New York Central concerning the re- 
modeling of the tracks of the latter on 


the| the west side déals with the patk ‘sys- 


tem. With the exception of the Man- 
hattanville valley,. which has already 
Been frankly commercialized, and the 
Dyckman Street depression, which. is 
destined to be given up to business on 
account.of the great, importance of ob- 
taining an entry from the. North River 
for the food and other supplies of that 
growing neighborhood, all the territory 
which the New York Central skirts from 
Spuyten. Duyvil down to Seventy-second 
Street has been already, or is sure to 
be in the future, devoted to park pur- 
poses, and the societies interested in 
the parks are watching’ anxiously to see 
how the plan of the Committee on Port 
Terminals has dealt with the park lands, 

Inquiries yesterday showed that the 
details of tfeatment of the parks have 
yet to be worked out by the engineers 
of the city and the,New York Central, 
but that a general idea of what is likely 
to be. the final determination can be 
given. - Under Inwood ill the New 
York Central is to be carried with four 
tracks in a tunnel, and from there to 
Fort Washington Park) it will remain 
as it is today in the open, but with four 
tracks instead of two. When, how- 
ever, it goes through Fort Washington 
Park it will be covered in. .At present 
it has two tracks set in a deep narrow 
cut. This js crossed at several points 
by bridges, but it is now intended’ to 
widen this cut, so as to take four 
tracks, and then to build a roef over 
it, with sufficient depth of earth on 
the top to assimilate it go the rest of 
the surface of the park. 

The negotiators in dealing with the 
yard which the New York Central de- 
sires to develop trom about i45th to 
133d. Street were aware tnat the treut- 
ment of this section under the tentative 
Settiement of 1913 had calied forth a 
storm of criticism. HKiverside Drive has 
lately been extended at consideravle cost 
aigng this section of the watertront, 
and expensive apartment houses have 
been built along it, so that the real 
estate owners are very sensitive to any- 
thing that would atirect the value of 
their property. On the other hand, the 
New York Central knows that it can 
get considerable backing irom the busi- 
ness interests of Harlem, which con- 
sider that a weil-developea freight yard 


about there would be af great benefit to 
them. 


Plan to Cover Main Tracks. 


It is now suggested that the four main 
tracks, which will be developed out of 
the railroad’s present right of way and 
will lie immediately west of the park 
wall, shall be covered in and treated as 
@ part of the park. Consequently, if the 
final’ plans provide for covering the 
oridge over them with a sufficient depth 
of good earth, the park will be extended 
witnout change of character further out 
from the Drive proper. ‘Then below the 
main tracks wili come the freight yard, 
with its milk platforms, which will, it is 
understood, be erected largely upon land 
made by the filling in of the shallows 
near the water's edge. The New York 
Central contends that by bringing the 
entrance to this yard as far south as 
1s3d Street, that is, toward the business 
section of the Manhattanville valley, the 
objections of the residents will be met in 
large part. 

As things are today, when the New 
York Central gets as far south as River- 
side- Park it keeps along the water's 
edge, outside the western limit of the 
park. It is probable that it will now he 
brought by the viaduct across the Man- 
hattanville valley to the park some 
twenty or thirty yards to the east of its 
present tracks. A tunnel, large enough 
to accommodate six tracks, will be 
driven through the hill on which stands 
Grant’s Tomb and will emerge on the 
present right of way somewhere about 
120th or 118th Street, thus cutting off a 
corner of the existing park. 

This will permit the carrying of Riv- 
erside Park a good deal further out to 
the west under the hill on which is the 
monument to the “amiable child,” as 
all the present right of way will be 
added to the city property. Those who 
know. that tract expressed a good deal 
of satisfaction at that yesterday, ag it 
will give an ty for the proper 
building up of that hill. As things are,

Tracks to be on Made Lana. . 


At about Eighty-second Street the 
present railroad. tracks will begin to 
spread out fanwise, so as to make a 
proper entry ,to the Seventy-second 
Street yard from the railroad man’s 
point.of view. It was learned yesterday, 


howeyer, that this fan is likely to-be 
almost entirely upon the land reclaimed 
from the river at this point. A great 
adal of land has alread —— filled in 
along this part of the * ore, which has 
not been used for an ec al purpose, 
and it is on this tha tl e fanning out 
of the tracks will laid. All the 
twenty-one tracks designed here are to 
be covered over. 

Under the bargain, as at present out- 
lined, the entire expense of this part 
of: the improvement must be: borne by 
the New York Central, including the 
placing of the to of its overhead 
structures .in condition to be incor- 
porated in Riverside Park.

doth covenant, and agree with 
the others, and with each of the others 
and each for himself, his heirs and assigns 
with the others, their -heirs and assigns, 
and with. each of the others, his heirs 
and assigns, that neither of them or his 
heirs and: assigns shall.or will at any time 
hereafter erect or cause to be erect 
upon any of the lots owned by them re- 
spectively, or any part of the same, any 
building or erection other than brick or 
stone dwelling houses of at least two 
stories in height and with the ordinary yard 
appurtenances to dwelling houses, and, ex- 
cept churches and stables of brick or stone 
for private dwellings * * * and it is further 
agreed and covenanted that the above 
covenants shall be deemed and taken to be 
—— running with the land, and “inet 

‘case of any violation or attempted 
violation of the covenants herein contained 
by 5 Of Me purties nereto, his, 

their heirs, executors, or aseigne, 
may be filed by any one or more of the 
other parties hereto, thelr or his heirs. 
executors, or assigns, to obtain a perpetual 
injunction against the same. 

The opinion then recites the conten- 
tion of Mr. Heckscher to be that, as the 
lots in question are not between Madi- 
son Avenue, on the westerly side, and 
Lexington Avenue, on the easterly, Mr. 
Heckscher holds that they are not with- 
in the area of restriction, and that the 
Court at Special Term has so held 

The Justice, commenting on the co- 
venant, says: ‘‘ While the language of 
the covenant is not free from ambiguity, 
it seems to me that the interpretation 
which effectuates the apparent object 
of intention of the parties is that con- 
tended for by Heckscher, which excludes 
from the restriction all property not in- 
cluded between the boundaries of Madi- 
son Avenue on the west, Lexington Ave- 
nue on the east and Thirty-eighth 
Street on the nérth.” 


Iutent of the Covenant. 


The Justice then points out that there 
is no doubt that it was the intention of 
the covenanters to create gn area with- 
in which the dwelling houses should be 
built, ‘“‘and from which all obnoxious 
trades should be excluded.” 

The court then asserts this _funda- 
mental law on property rights: “An 
owner of real property has an undqués- 
tionable right to restrict its uses by 
covenant or agreement, and such re- 
strictions will "Se upheld by the courts 
provided they are reasonable and not 
contrary to the public welfare, and 
effect will be given to the intention 
of the parties as shown by the words 
used, considered in connection with the 
surroundin circumstances. But: if, 
when so considered, the language used 
is. reasonably ca able. ef. two construc- 
tions, the one that limits rather than 
the one that extends the restriction 
should be adopted, for the reason that 
the law will always favor the free and 
unrestricted use of property, and there- 
fore all doubts and ambiguitiés. must 
be resolved in. favor of the natural right 
to the free use and enjoyment of prop— 
er —* and against restrietions.

4 A Remedy That Failed. 

The decision. of the Federal Court of 
the district embracing New Orleans, as 
reported from there, holding unconsti- 
tutional a Jaw requiring the American 
Sugar Refining Company to. pay as 
much for raw sugar in Louisiana as in 
any other market, should prove as much 
of a blessing to Louisiana planters as 
to the company, in the opinion of Sol 
Wexler, until recently President of the 
Whitney-Central National Bank of New 
Orleans, now a partner in the firm of 
J. 8: Bache & Co. Mr. Wexler explained 
yesterday that the jaw was enacted for 
the ostensible benefit\of the planter. In 
the meantime the refiners had en- 
countered sharp competition. from- the 
beet sugar'interests in the markets the 
refiners served from New Orleans. .In 
order to meet it, they had to sell cheaper 
than in New York, for instatice, where 
the beet sugar competition is inconsid- 
erable. They were, therefore, not in 
a position to pay. as much for raw sugar 
in Lotisiana as in New York, which 
they were required by the law to do.
